Call for entries: 
Urban Design 


The BSA Urban Design Committee 
announces a Call for entries for the 1993 
Wilhelm von Moltke Award for Excellence 
in Urban Design. Since 1979, the Urban 
Design Committee has sought to recognize 
outstanding examples of urban design in 
eastern Massachusetts through its Urban 
Design Citation Program. In 1988 the 
award was renamed in honor of Wilhelm 
von Moltke FAIA, considered a founder of 
the modern discipline of urban design as 
well as a distinguished practitioner, 
teacher, and friend of the profession. 


Past recipients of the award have included 
the City of Salem for its downtown 
revitalization, the Villa Victoria Housing 
Project in Boston's South End, the Back 
Bay Architectural Commission, the 
Southwest Corridor Project, University 
Park at MIT, and (most recently) The Park 
and Garage at Post Office Square. 


Honored projects must demonstrate a 
significant contribution to the quality of the 
urban environment. To be considered for 
an award, a project may be located 
anywhere in eastern Massachusetts. 
Preference will be given to completed 
projects, although phased projects that 
have achieved a definitive stage of 
completion will be considered. In excep- 
tional cases, recognition may be given to a 
planning study, zoning ordinance, or 
similar proposal of urban significance. 


To encourage a wide range of entries, the 
materials and form of submission are left to 
each entrant. The chief requirement is a 
project synopsis that outlines the design 
problem and describes how the solution 
meets the stated objectives. We seek to 
recognize all participants in the design and 
implementation of worthy projects, so 
public or private clients, sponsoring public 
agencies, participating community groups, 
as well as the designer/architect should be 
identified. No attempt will be made to 
preserve anonymity. Entries will be 
reviewed by the Urban Design Award 
Selection Committee.

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More details available on 
sales tax issue 


In the March-April ChapterLetter, it was 
reported that a final settlement had been 
reached with the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Revenue (DOR) surrounding the 
sales tax issues with which we have been 
dealing over the past two years. That 
report inadvertently contained some 
erroneous legal conclusions that need to 
be clarified. 


Under existing law, DOR has no legal 
authority to enter into a binding settlement 
agreement prior to the assessment of tax 
and the denial for the request of the 
abatement of that tax. Since that process 
has not taken place with respect to any 
architecture firms as yet, none of us 
should conclude from the earlier report 
that any binding settlement has been 
reached between DOR and any specific 
architecture firm. 


The Department of Revenue can not and 
will not enter into any settlement agree- 
ment until it has received sales tax returns 
from architecture firms and has completed 
audits of these returns in a way that 
satisfies DOR that sales tax liability for 
relevant years can be established accu- 
rately. 


Officials of DOR have made the commit- 
ment that, at such time as it can legally 
consider a settlement of the cases, 
architects can expect a reasonable 
response on the part of DOR as it takes 
into account the history, facts, and law 
relevant to the complex issues involved in 
these cases. 


In order for both DOR and architects to 
determine if a reasonable settlement can 
be reached, five BSA member firms 
currently are preparing sales tax returns 
that will be filed with DOR; DOR then will 
audit these returns under its established 
procedures. At the appropriate time, we 
believe that a settlement can be reached 
that will be acceptable to DOR and to the 
architects involved. Our objective is to 
develop a process model that can be 
followed by other firms with similar sales 
tax issues. 


We regret any confusion that the original 
report in the last issue may have created; 
we do expect, however, that with continu- 
ing cooperation between DOR officials and 
the architectural community’s representa- 
tives, the efforts we have undertaken will 
produce satisfactory results.

The entire workshop takes 
place at Harvard and the format includes a 
morning session of lectures and discus- 
sion, a mid-day break for lunch on your 
own, and a guided walking tour to compare 
examples from past and present projects 
on Harvard's campus.

Walsh Commission seeks 
industry changes 


The report of the Walsh Commission, now 
probably well-known to most ChapterLetter 
readers, advocates what it calls “The 
Boston Advantage,” which seems to be — 
among other things — a predictable 
development process that retains our city’s 
unique architectural character. 


Responding to the recent economic travail 
in New England, Mayor Flynn established 
the Walsh Commission in 1993 and 
charged it to recommend ways to simplify 
the development process in Boston. The 
Commission report includes recommenda- 
tions such as the creation of an economic 
development cabinet, the consolidation 
and reorganization of several city agen- 
cies, the creation of a simplified approvals 
process, and the establishment of man- 
dated time-frames for each step of the 
development process. 


Recently, members of the BSA’s Urban 
Design Committee and Historic Resources 
Committee have been meeting with public 
Officials to discuss the implications of the 
Walsh Commission report. It is our sense 
that the objectives of the Commission of 
the city are commendable provided that : 

* actions taken to promote development 
in times of prosperity do not jeopardize 
the quality of life and the commitment to 
responsible design that make Boston a 
desirable city; 

* efforts to reduce red tape include the 
retention of the Boston Civic Design 
Commission so that it can continue to 
function as a strong advocate for high- 
quality design in the city; 

* all development adheres to established 
and enforced zoning regulations allowing 
proponents to undertake projects on an “as 
of right” basis; 

* consolidations of city agencies genu- 
inely lead to greater efficiencies and a 
simplified, less politicized development 
process; and, 

* adequate and qualified staff is available 
in city agencies to ensure that projects 
move through the development process 
smoothly.

Architects are changing 
the nature of community 
planning 


Why is it that a community seeking to 
preserve its open space ends up with 
zoning ordinances that generate uncon- 
trolled development in that space? Why is 
it that a community seeking to preserve its 
downtown New England character ends up 
with a hideous retail shopping strip in the 
heart of the community? There are many 
“why is it?” questions of this sort that go to 
the heart of community planning and the 
unintended consequences of such 
planning. In an effort to begin a serious, 
statewide exploration of these issues for 
Massachusetts 
communities, a 
dynamic group 
of architects 
gathered two 
years ago to 
assemble a one- 
hour slide 
presentation on 
community 
planning and 
zoning. Helen 
Bush Sittler AIA, above (Dyer/Brown); 
John Altobello (Community Vision), Anne 
Tate (Abacus Architects), and the late 
Jennifer Shakespeare AIA developed the 
slide presentation as a means of demon- 
strating, through side-by-side comparisons, 
hoped-for community plans and actual 
results of community planning. This group 
of innovative architects has taken its show 
on the road to a variety of municipal 
planning groups, professional associa- 
tions, groups of laypeople, and others who 
have a special interest in community 
planning in Massachusetts. In addition to 
Clarifying the planning and zoning pro- 
cesses and the results of those processes, 
Sittler and her colleagues are also 
changing perceptions about the role of 
architects.

GLBAN is changing 


The BSA’s Gay, Lesbian, & Bisexual 
Architects Network (GLBAN) is growing 
rapidly and, as a result, is quickly strength- 
ening its organizational structure: it is 
planning to change its name, it’s devel- 
oped a new meeting format, and generally 
it is re-shaping its mission to enhance its 
professional services to members and 
friends of the network. 


The group meets on the third Thursday of 
each month at the BSA and each meeting 
includes a social hour/business meeting 
followed by a guest speaker who focuses 
on professional development issues. 
Recent meeting programs have included 
presentations by DIFFA (the Design 
Industry's Foundation For AIDS) and by 
consultants on issues related to self- 
employment, sole proprietorship, tax 
issues, etc. 


The national AIA Task Force for Diversity 
hosted a reception for GLBAN and other 
gay architects’ groups across the country 
during the Gay & Lesbian Rights March on 
Washington in April; GLBAN will continue 
this effort in Boston’s Gay & Lesbian Pride 
Parade in June. 


The passage of the now-famous Amend- 
ment 2 in Colorado, which seeks to 
prohibit gays and lesbians from receiving 
discrimination protection, has generated a 
good deal of national controversy within 
the architectural profession about the best 
way to make our opposition to this kind of 
legislative activity known. There are those, 
reportedly including our architectural 
colleagues in Colorado, who are urging the 
AIA to hold its scheduled October Board 
meeting in Colorado as planned and to use 
that forum to speak out against the 
Amendment. There are others, including 
GLBAN, that believe a better tool in this 
case is a boycott. If you agree, we urge 
you to write AIA President Susan Maxman 
FAIA with that message (c/o AIA, 1735 
New York Ave. NW, Washington DC 
20006). 


Our mission is to increase our visibility as 
gay and lesbian designers and to make 
our contributions as professionals better 
known. We offer a forum for professional 
and social networking and for the fostering 
of diversity in the design community. We 
urge professionals throughout the building 
industry to join us at our monthly meetings; 
BSA membership, although encouraged, is 
not required. We also publish a newsletter.

Federal Government seen 
as “hot spot” for new 
design projects 


While it is true that the end of the Cold War 
has made military construction less likely, 
A/E Business Review reports that billions 
of dollars in new projects are still available 
to design firms interested in working for 
federal agencies including the military. 
“1993 Federal Design Outlook” is the title 
of A/E Business Reviews annual listing of 
federal work available through the General 
Services Administration, the Veterans 
Administration, the Coast Guard, the 
Department of Defense, and the four major 
branches of the military. The 1993 edition 
of this listing identifies an estimated $7 
billion in new projects in 44 states. This 
publication identifies projects, contact 
names, addresses, phone numbers, 
selection tips, and information on each 
agency.

The Board believes the bill is 
an important and strong one and, with 
some reservations about one or two 
provisions, has given the BSA support 
enthusiastically to the engineering profes- 
sion in this effort. The basic intent, of 
course, is to bring to Massachusetts a 
stronger, more pervasive commitment 
among public agencies at every level to 
hire design professionals based on their 
qualifications rather than on the basis of 
low bids. For more information on this

In other recent action, the Board: 

* continued to support a national AIA 
multi-year effort to raise the GSA’s 6% 
design fee ceiling (public hearings are 
under way); 

* charged a task force led by the 
Professional Practice Committee and the 
Ethics Committee to explore the general 
issues of architects’ compensation, 
professional ethics, and the cultural 
perception of architects as providers of 
endless uncompensated work; this task 
force is working closely with the AIA 
nationally to ensure compliance with the 
Consent Decree (for more details, call 
Board Commissioner Melissa Bennett AIA, 
617-483-3913); 

* the possibility and need of significantly 
enhancing the BSA's public relations 
staffing to further enlarge our capacity to 
promote Massachusetts architects and 
architecture locally, regionally, and 
nationally (for more information call 
Richard Fitzgerald, 617-951-1433x232); 

* further discussed and defined the 
qualifications and role of the new “public 
member” of the Board of Directors to be 
named this year; 

* evaluated and commended the work of 
the Membership Committee chaired by 
Gary Wolf AIA and its efforts, as reported 
by Board Commissioner Peter Kuttner AIA, 
to enhance the level of service of the BSA 
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to young architects and students through 
juried exhibits and other programs and 
services designed to integrate students 
and interns more comprehensively with the 
profession as a whole (for details, call 
Peter Kuttner AIA, 617-492-7000); 

* began to analyze, under the leadership 
of Vice-President Ed Tsoi AIA, the BSA’s 
extensive committee structure with an eye 
toward refining that structure to make it 
more accessible to new members and to 
make it easier to identify those committees 
dealing with hot issues, those that may 
need sunsetting, and those that might be 
combined with other activities (for details,

* approved a Legislative Affairs Commit- 
tee proposal to submit a resolution to the 
membership during the AIA Convention in 
Chicago in June that would urge our 
colleagues nationwide to push the adop- 
tion of a model state licensing statute such 
as the one proposed years ago by 
NCARB.

Visitors to the show 
took advantage of the seating built around 
the column and wandered between the 
planters. The color and plant life were not 
as successfully used in the collaboration 
as was hoped but the effort will continue.

The article by Stanley Martin (Mar-April '93 BSA 
ChapterLetter) on the Supreme Judicial Court's 
(SJC) recent limitations on the legal use of an 
architect's stamp raises two important issues: 
What constitutes accountability by a construc- 
tion manager who hires consultants not directly 
in the employ of architects? And what exactly is 
the accountability of an architect who stamps 


construction documents? The Court's ruling 
permits revocation of an architect's license if 
construction documents that show the 
architect's stamp were not “prepared by him or 
under his personal supervision by his regularly 
employed subordinates." 


The first issue is that if a construction manager 
coordinates the consulting services of civil, 
structural, mechanical, and electrical engineers 
(and others) along with the architect by hiring 
these professionals (ostensibly on behalf of the 
owner), who is responsible for the overall 
compliance of the building for public welfare and 
safety code legislation? 


The second appears to be a misguided attempt 
to legislate accountability for such overall 
compliance with public welfare and safety code 
statutes. The implication of the ruling (and the 
SJC’s interpretation of the legislation) is that 
only by employing persons who prepare the 
plans can “responsible charge” by the architect 
be assured, which is nonsense. An architect 
regularly coordinates myriad factors to create a 
building's plans and specifications, which 
include the hiring of consultants and employees 
but which also includes the use of drawings and 
specifications prepared by manufacturers who 
are quite clearly not in her/his employ or under 
her/his direct supervision. In my view the 
architect cannot shift to anybody else the 
overall responsibility for the code compliance 
of a building if s/he stamps the documents 
necessary to construct said building. The means 
of creating such documents is irrelevant, since 
the ultimate responsibility for certifying that the 
plans comply with the statutory codes and 
regulations lies with the architect whose stamp 
is on the documents. This responsibility cannot 
be legislated away by focusing on how the 
documents were prepared, so why should it be 
legislated into existence to prove accountabil- 
ity? The bottom-line issue is accountability, 
which cannot be prescribed by dictating how a 
professional gives evidence of such accountabil- 
ity. | am afraid the legislation is flawed and 
should be changed. 


The ethical issue of stamping other people's 
drawings for a nominal fee, i.e., of letting the 
professional's license become a saleable 
commodity, cannot be legislated either but only 
be policed by the professional society. 


Are there other architects and professionals who 
have views on these issues? Can the BSA do 
something about this?

Stanley Martin responds to Mr. Papesch’s 
comments: 


Mr. Papesch raises two good issues. First, if a 
construction manager (CM) performs design 
services, he or she must be licensed for what- 
ever design services he or she is providing. 
However, so long as all of the design docu- 
ments are stamped by the respective architect 
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and engineer, the statutes do not prevent a CM 
from using the drawings. Section 127.2 of the 
Building Code indicates, but does not specifi- 
cally state, that drawings must be prepared by 
or under the direct supervision of a single 
architect of engineer. If that is not the case, and 
if what the CM is doing results in the CM 
performing design work, then that would be a 
violation of registration statutes and the Building 
Code. . . The second point made by Mr. 
Papesch is simply that the language of the 
registration statutes does not read the way that 
architects have long assumed. The unfortunate 
architect whose case is reported in the last 
ChapterLetter was, | suspect, only one of 
hundreds of architects who have carefully 
reviewed, suggested modifications to, and then 
stamped drawings that originated with an out-of- 
State firm, and then stamped drawings that 
originated with an out-of-state firm. Now that the 
Supreme Judicial Court has weighed in with its 
interpretation of the existing language, the BSA 
should consider a legislative proposal to modify 
the language concerning the way in which an 
architect must supervise the preparation of 
plans. The BSA must consider whether there is 
a legislative position that would continue to 
protect the integrity of the profession and the 
health, safety, and welfare of the public yet 
permit architects under certain circumstances to 
review and stamp drawings that are originally 
drafted by persons outside there own offices. 


In the November/December issue of the 
ChapterLetter, | prposed an idea for an 
architectural resource center for the Boston area 
design community.
